State law provides for services to protect children who have been 
or are in danger of being abuseds neglectede and/or exploited by 
their parents or other adults with custodial responsibilitiese 
This includes both Preplacement Preventive Services and Family 
Reunification Servicese Tnese services nave not been totally 
effectives thowevere in meeting the special protective needs of 
very young children who are victims of severe physical abuse. 
Tnese proposed regulations include a definition of “severe 
physical abuse". A 1981 report to the Legislature by the State 
Department of Social Services {SOSS) indicates that this 
population of cnildren is in need of special protection due to 
‘their exceptional vulnerability to severe physical abusee The 
Legislature addressed these special needs Dy enacting the 
Statutory revisions contained in Chapters 1246 (AB 2703) and 1608 
(S8 1293) Statutes of 1984. Tnese proposed regulatory 
amendments are necessary to implement those revisions and to 
provide very young children with special protection from severe 
physical abusee 


Chapter 1611 (SB 2123)+s Statutes of 1984+ amends welfare and 
Institutions Code Section 306 to expand the authority of tne 
county welfare department social worker to take temporary custody 
of a minore Circumstances may or may not indicate the need for 
the presence of law enforcement personnele It is necessary to 
amend the regulations to ensure they do not impede the = social - 
worker’s ability to appropriately respond in all situationSse 


Prior to -recent legislatione peace officers were allowed» under 
Welfare and Institutions Code Section 308+ to refuse disclosure 
to parents of the exact whereabouts of a child taken into 
protective custody only if they nad a court order allowing them 
to do sOe Chapter 1370 (AB 2708)*+ Statutes of 19849 amended that 
statute to provide for nondisclosure without a court order for up 
to 48 hourse It further provides for a court review of the 
decision for nondisclosure within 24 hours of application by the 
parent to tne courte These two provisions provide safeguards for 
the child and protection of parental rightse Howeverse tney do 
not address the issue of now the parent is to become aware of the 
parental rights provided by the statute.
